Mallory, preach in the 
afternoon at 3 o'clock, and Bro. Read, in the evening. 
After some remarks on its propr'ety, the motion was. 
sustained and adopted. 

After ashor.t time, the same committee, reported still 
farther : that Bro. Carpenter be requested to preach in, 
behalf of the convention, which was adopted. 

Adjourned, prayer by Bro. Hascall, of Geneva.

ItEPORT . 

The committee on the state of religion, beg leave to 
report ; that, in looking over the letters from the respec- 
tive churches, we are satisfied that the past year, has 
not been one of such signal displays of divine power, in 
the salvation of souls as some former years have been. 
Yet a few mercy drops have fallen upon some of our 
churches ; which has somewhat increased their zerl and 
spirituality. 

There has been, we regret to say, a decrease of lib- 
erality. The various benevolent objects we profess to 
sustain, have not been sufficiently supported, but this 
may be partly accounted for, by the efforts in most of 
our churches, .to contribute for the endowment of the 
Rochester University. But still we believe, this will 
not operate, as a serious draw-back, in the great and 
glorious work, of diffusing the gospel, throughout the 
world. 

The committee sincerely hope that the year upon 
which we are now about to enter, may be one of vigor- 
ous effort, to come up and fully meet the additional de- 
mands made upon us, by the enlargement of our mis- 
sionary operations, in a foreign field : for we are cer- 
tain from past experience, that withholding more 'than 
is meet tendeth to poverty, and that our prosperity may 
be measured by our benevolence. Let us be faithful 
with what we have, and more will be given ; that 
may be greatly enlarged, her cords lengthened and 
stakes strengthened.

'able and willing 1 , to replenish the Lord's treasury to tha't 
degree, that there may be no lack; but a full treasury 
for all our beneydlent societies.

er at home or in foreign lands 

6th. Resolved, That we most affectionately request 
our churches to attend punctually to the monthly con- 
cert for prayer for the spread of the gospel, and to en- 
deavor by all proper means to excite and strengthen a 
missionary spirit among our people ; and that they en- 
gage, -with ^renewed energy and zeal in promoting the 
interests of foreigmand domestic missions, which at this 
moment lou Sly call for the best exertions, the fervent 
-intercessions, and the liberal donations of every Christian. 

7th. Resolved, That the churches of his Association 
be earnestly solicited -to increase the amount of their 
contributions to the funds of the Convention, to enable 
them to meet the pressing calls of feeble churches in our 
own State, and destitute portions of North America. 

-..8th. Whereas, The Baptist General Tract Society 
has enlarged the sphere of operation?, so as also to em- 
brace the publication of Sunday School Books, and such 

e.r books as are adapted to the wants of the denomi- 
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nation, and has taken the name of "The American 
Baptist Publication and Sunday School Society ;" and 
whereas, the circulation of Tracts and S. S. Books is a 
means in the dissemination of truth and the subversion 
of error, therefore, Resolved, That we consider it the 
duty of the churches to give the above -Society their 
cordial support. 

9th. Resolved, That the religious education of >the 
young, is a duty commending itself to every parental 
and Christian feeling ; that this Association hail with 
gratitude the increasing interest manifested by chris- 
tians. generally in Sunday School instruction, and the 
tokens of enlarged success with which God is prospering 
that institution ; and that they commend 10 all the 
churches of this body the establishment and increase of 
these schools, to be furnished with good libraries, and 
to receive regular visits from the pastor. 

10th. Resolved, That any member of this Association 
who may attend Associations with which we correspond 
shall be considered our delegate, provided he, presents a 
copy of our last minutes containg his na-me.

Voted, That we recommend to the respective churches 
of the Association, that on the second Sabbath of Janua- 
fy, a sermon be preached 'on the subject of Missions, 
and a collection taken v.p for the Missionary Union. 

Voted, That we feel p'casuse in giving a -public ex- 
pression of our gratitude for the kind attention and hos- 
pitality of the friends and brethren in Covert, and also 
to the Choir for their appropriate and delightful music. 

Voted, That we adjourn to meet with the Baptist 
church in Romulus, on the first Wednesday in October, 
1850, at 10| o'clock. Closing prayer by the moderator.
